From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

Permit  me  to  excerpt  below 
sections  of  an  article  that 
appeared  recently  in  The 
Jerusalem  Post*,  and  then 
to  comment  ever-so-briefiy 
on  the  passages  that  I 

underlined  in 
it. 

While  some 
in  the  Orthodox 
community  cling 
to  traditional 
positions,  the 
boldest  steps 
toward  change 
and  equality  are 
being  taken  in 
Israel,  often  initiated  and  supported 
by  Anglo  immigrants.  Until  recently, 
Orthodoxy  had  yet  to  officially  accept 
women  as  rabbis.  That  too,  it  would 
appear,  has  changed.  Haviva  Ner- 
David,  an  Orthodox  feminist  who  has 
been  a  leader  of  some  of  the  most 
prominent  struggles  in  Jewish  women’s 
lives,  was  ordained  as  a  rabbi  in 
Jerusalem  on  the  eve  of  Passover. 

Rabbi  Aryeh  Strikovsky,  well- 
regarded  in  modern  Orthodox  circles, 
signed  Ner-David’s  ordination, 
mentoring  and  guiding  her  through 
her  process  of  study.  He  says  that  he 
would  be  “more  than  happy  to  see 
more  and  more  women  entering  the 
world  of  Torah  and  Talmud.  The  only 
difference  between  Ner-David  and  any 
Orthodox  rabbi  is  that  it  is  not 
acceptable.  But  in  all  issues  related  to 
her  learning  and  abilities.  I  see  no 

difference.  In  all  other  aspects — her 

piety,  her  knowledge  and  her 
dedication  to  Jewish  law — I  am  not 

stepping  back.  ” 

And  Ner-David  says,  “I  have  deep 
respect  for  Rabbi  Strikovsky,  and  I  am 
so  grateful  to  him  for  all  he  has  taught 
me,  modeled  for  me  and  been  willing 
to  risk  for  what  he  knew  was  right.  He 
left  it  up  to  my  community  to  decide 


what  title  to  give  me.  And  it  seems  to 
me  already  that  my  community  has 
decided  that  it  is  ready  for  a  woman 
rabbi.  I  have  been  called  up  to  the 


Torah  twice  since  my  ordination,  and 
both  times,  without  my  inserting  the 
title  myself,  the  gabbai  [sexton] 
calling  me  up  to  the  Torah  called  me

It  is  our  hope  and  expectation  that 
we  will  be  able  to  use  our  new 
bimah  and  Ark,  which  are  being 
built  to  enable  our  downstairs  High 
Holy  Days  Services  to  be  conducted 
with  much  greater  visiblity  to  our 
congregants.  Other  projects  will 
include  creating  a  meeting  space  on 
the  5th  floor  for  our  Early 
Childhood  Center  parents  and 
teachers,  installing  air  conditioning 
in  our  Chapel,  and  investing  in 
permanent  cases  for  our  P.A.S.  Art 


up  as  Harav  Haviva.  People  are 
already  calling  me  rabbi,  and  so,  it 
seems  that  there  is  a  community  out 

there  that  is  actually  more  ready  for 

this  development  than  some  might 

have  thought.” 

Rabbi  Yosef  Kanefsky,  rabbi  of  Los 
Angeles  Congregation  B’nai  David- 
Judea  in  Los  Angeles,  wrote  in  an 
article  published  in  the  Jewish 
Telegraphic  Agency,  “The  stupidest 
thing  the  Orthodox  community  does 

now  is  not  having  women  rabbis.  It 
wastes  intellectual  and  spiritual  talent.” 

“What  we  need  is  a  fresh 
perspective  and  new  voices.”  she 
explains.  “I  call  myself  a  Jewish  rabbi, 
a  rabbi  of  and  for  the  Jewish  People. 
And  that  is  actually  true  for  the  types 
of  people  I  tend  to  counsel  and  teach... 
[I  am]  part  of  an  emerging  and 
growing  post-denominational 


community  of  serious,  struggling, 
committed  Jews  who  are  less  interested 
in  fitting  in  and  more  interested  in 
finding  an  intellectually  and 
spiritually  honest  path  to  God  by 
listening  to  the  rainbow  of  voices  that 

can  be  heard  through  constant 
interpretation  and  reinterpretation  of 

our  traditional  texts  and  rituals.”  Ner- 
David  adds  that  is  precisely  why  it  is 
so  important  that  women  enter  the 
rabbinate.  “Until  recently,  Judaism  has 
been  molded  and  defined  by  men 
alone.  It  is  now  time  for  the  voices  of 
women  to  be  part  of  the  shaping  of 

what  Judaism  will  look  like  at  this 

exciting  point  in  history,  a  period  of 

tremendous  flux,  challenging  of  norms. 

and  spiritual  searching.” 

Having  said  this,  Ner-David  repeats 
that  she  is  deeply  committed  to  living 
a  traditional  Jewish  life.  And  she  is

Shavuot,  the  Festival  of  Weeks  or 
Pentecost,  is  celebrated  seven  weeks  after 
Passover.  Originally,  Shavuot  was  an 
agricultural  festival  when  the  first  fruits 
were  brought  to  Jerusalem.  In  time,  it 
became  associated  with  the  giving  of  the 
Torah  on  Mt.  Sinai.

Give  Our  Children 


I  am  writing  this  column  a  few  days 
before  Passover.  There  is  always 
something  very  special  about  this 
time  of  year,  with  flowers  in  bloom, 
longer  days,  and  plenty  of  sunshine. 
There  is  also  a  sense  of  anticipation  in 
the  Jewish  community  in  the  days 
before  Pesach  arrives — the  cleaning, 
cooking,  shopping  and  various  other 
preparations  for  this  springtime  festival 
of  freedom. 

Pesach  is  a  time  when  friends  and 
relatives  come  together  for  the  seder  and 
to  share  time  together  as  a  family.

Passover  is  our  festival  of  freedom. 
Let  us  all  free  ourselves  from  our 
notions  of  how  our  children  “should” 


be  and  instead  cherish  them  as  they  are. 
Every  child  has  something  unique  to 
contribute  to  this  world.  Let  us  all  free 
ourselves  a  bit  from  our 
“responsibilities,”  so  we  can  find  time, 
the  most  precious  gift,  to  spend  with 
our  children.  Children  bring  us  their 
special  gifts  and  we — parents,  teachers, 
friends  and  relatives — can  build  their 
confidence  and  self-esteem  during  those 
crucial  formative  years  if  we  adults: 

•  love  and  accept  them; 

•  respect  their  individual  differences 
and  appreciate  each  child’s  unique 
capabilities; 

•  express  our  pride  in  them; 

•  stop  being  slaves  to  the  urgency  in 
our  daily  lives  and  make  time  to  do  the 
important  things — spend  time  with  our 
kids.

For  the  past  several  years,  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  High  School 
has  been  thrilled  to  have  some  of 
our  students  participate  in  the 
Write  On  for  Israel  program. 

Katya  Ostrow,  Charles  Harris,  Eric 
Lemor,  and  Molly  Silberberg  have  repre¬ 
sented  us  in  this  program  and  have 
come  back  to  share  the  incredible  infor¬ 
mation  and  experience  with  the  rest  of 
our  students.  Here  is  a  little  more  about 
the  program  in  Molly’s  own  words. . . 

The  Write  On  for  Israel  program  is  an 
interesting,  informative,  and  exciting  way 
to  learn  how  to  become  an  advocate  for 
Israel.  Not  as  aware  of  the  current 
situation  in  Israel  as  I  would  have  liked,  I 
applied  to  this  program  after  hearing  the 
enthusiastic  comments  of  former  Write  On 
participants  and  members  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  Hebrew  High  School. 
Not  only  have  I  learned  about  Israel’s 
history  and  what  led  to  the  complexities  of 
the  Arab-Israeli  conflict  today,  but  I  have 
become  much  more  attentive  to  the  way 
that  Israel  is  portrayed  in  the  news,  and 
how  I  can  better  represent  Israel. 

Each  year,  32  high  school  juniors,  most 
who  come  from  Jewish  day  schools,  attend 
Write  On  for  Israel.  The  program,  which 
is  sponsored  by  the  Jewish  Week,  is  a 
series  of  seven  seminars  during  junior 
year,  a  1 0-day  summer  trip  to  Israel,  and 
two  more  seminars  during  senior  year.  The 
seminars  range  in  content  from  Israel’s 
history,  from  the  beginning  of  Zionism  to 
the  current  time,  to  anti-Israel  bias  in  the 
news  and  anti-Israel  activity  on  college 
campuses.  The  program  focuses  on  how 
we  as  students  can  learn  to  articulate  pro- 
Israel  sentiments  effectively,  through  a 
series  of  exercises  in  public  speaking, 
journalism,  and  media  relations. 


Not  only  do  we  learn  in  the  classroom, 
but  we  also  take  advantage  of  cultural 
events  in  New  York  City.  Recently,  Idan 
Raichel,  an  Israeli  artist  who  creates 
multi- cultural  music,  came  to  the  Apollo 
Theater,  and  as  a  group,  we  all  went  to  see 
his  concert.  In  one  of  our  later  sessions, 
we  will  go  out  to  the  Israel  Day  Parade 
and  become  reporters,  a  hands-on  way  to 
practice  what  we  have  learned.  This 
summer  in  Israel,  we  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  hear  first-hand  from 
influential  leaders  and  journalists  in

Herzl:  Up  Close  and  Personal  - 
In  Pursuit  of  the  Zionist  Vision 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is  proud  to  host  this  traveling  exhibition 
celebrating  Theodor  Herzl,  the  visionary  of  the  Jewish  State  on  the 
100th  anniversary  of  his  passing.  This  exhibition  is  brought  to  us 
by  the  P.A.S.  Israel  Committee  and  P.A.S.  Art  Gallery  Committee 
and  will  be  on  view  through  June  30th. 


About  Theodor  Herzl: 

heodor  Herzl,  the  visionary  of 
Zionism,  was  born  in  Budapest 
in  1860.  He  was  educated  in  the 
spirit  of  the  German-Jewish 
Enlightenment  of  the  period, 
learning  to  appreciate  secular  culture.  In 
1878  he  moved  to  Vienna,  and  in  1884 
was  awarded  a  doctorate  of  law  from  the 
University  of  Vienna.  He  became  a 
writer,  a  playwright  and  a  journalist  and 
the  Paris  correspondent  of  the  Vienna 
newspaper  Neue  Freie  Presse. 

Herzl  first  encountered  anti-Semitism 
that  would  shape  his  life  while  studying 
at  the  University  of  Vienna.  Later,  while 
in  Paris  as  a  journalist,  he  met  anti- 
Semitism  face  to  face.  In  1884,  Herzl 
wrote  a  drama,  The  Ghetto,  in  which 
assimilation  and  conversion  are  rejected 
as  solutions.  He  hoped  that  The  Ghetto 
would  lead  to  debate  and  ultimately  to  a 
solution,  based  on  mutual  tolerance  and 
respect  between  Christians  and  Jews. 

In  1894,  Captain  Alfred  Dreyfus,  a 
Jewish  officer  in  the  French  army,  was 
accused  of  treason,  mainly  because  of 
the  prevailing  anti-Semitic  atmosphere. 
Herzl  witnessed  mobs  shouting  “Death 
to  the  Jews”  in  France,  the  home  of  the 
French  Revolution,  and  resolved  that 
there  was  only  one  solution:  the  mass 
immigration  of  Jews  to  a  land  that  they 
could  call  their  own.  Thus,  the  Dreyfus 
Case  became  one  of  the  determinants  in 
the  genesis  of  Political  Zionism. 

Herzl  concluded  that  anti-Semitism 


was  a  factor  which  assimilation  did  not 
solve,  and  was  a  national,  not  individual 
problem.  Despite  ridicule  from  Jewish 

leaders,  he 
published 
Der 

Judenstaat 
in  1896. 

He  felt  that 
the  plight 
of  the 
Jewish 
people 

could  be  transformed  by  the 
establishment  of  a  Jewish  state.  Herzl 
proposed  a  practical  program  for 
collecting  funds  from  Jews  around  the 
world  by  a  company  to  be  owned  by 
stockholders,  which  would  work 
toward  the  practical  realization  of  this 
goal.  (This  organization,  when  it  was 


eventually  formed,  was  called  the 
Zionist  Organization.)  This  program 
would  be  neutral  and  peace-seeking, 
and  of  a  secular  nature. 

In  Altneuland ,  the  Jewish  state  was 
foreseen  as  a  pluralist,  advanced 
society,  a  “light  unto  the  nations.” 

This  book  had  a  great  impact  on  the 
Jews  of  the  time  and  became  a  symbol 
of  the  Zionist  vision  in  the  Land  of 
Israel.
